Head of the Steel Trust Again Gives His 


Views to Senate Committee on In- 


ter-State Commerce. 


Washington, Dec. 7.—E. H. Gary, bead 


of the United States' steel corporation, 
testified before the senate committee ->n 
interstate commerce today that he al- 
ways believed that it was entirely legal 
for. competitors to come together,.mutu- 
ally disclose their business conditions to 
steady and balance trade withput mak- 
ing any ' agreement on prices. 


He urged a federal commission author-, 


ized to consider management, character 
and extent of corporations and to per- 
mit certain pooling arrangements-when 
conditions warranted.' "No corporation 
can reach a permanent success,in this 
country unless it is willing to recognize 
at all times the public interest and wel- 
fare," said Mr. Gary. ' He reiterated 
that business firms must be given 'some 
means of knowing v.'nai. is an "unrea- 
sonable restraint of trade" before thcy 
can take any stops that might' make 
them liable to federal prosecution.

sioner Lane in what was known as the 
car shortage cnse in which the Missouri 
and Illinois Coal company complained 
of the embargo established last •winter 
by the: Illinois Central railroad against 
the movement of coal from mines on its 


, lines1 in Illinois to points in Missouri. 


The railroad's defense was that if it 


allowed its cars to go to the lines in 
Missouri, the cars would be confiscated 
and the Illinois Central would not -have 
sufficient equipment-to conduct its local 
business. 


The commission holds "that the tem- 


porary confiscation by carriers of -the 
cars of other railroads and the placing 
of embargoes against cars being sent off 
of the lines of the owners are alike un- 
lawful and the railroads are expected to 
make such rules. for the return of cars 
as will terminate such abuses."

(Wayne is not at bottom a question of beautifica- 
tion. It i? a question of cleanliness, of sanitation, of 
public health. The esthetic phases of this project will 
be developed in a later time at the community's greater 
leisure and financial convenience. The issue for the 
people to decide at this time is whether or not, now or 
later, it is desirable to improve the rivers and their 
banks by making them clean and sanitary. If this is 
to be, it matters not whether now or later, there can 
be no question of the wisdom of the city at once get- 
ting possession of the property along the rivers. It is 
a project that if it ever is to be consummated, has al- 
ready been too long delayed. The property involved 
in this project is all the time increasing in value. 
(There never will come a time when it can be procured 
at as little outlay as now. 
If it is to be acquired that 


should be done at practically one financial operation 


• and not piecemeal. 
To purchase a little here and a 


little there and little in between will inevitably have 
the consequence of jumping the value and the cost of 
all that is not purchased. It also should be borne m 
mind that some of the property cannot be taken with- 
out contest. It can but ill pay the city to provoke a 
fresh suit each time it seeks to possess itself of land 
along the river necessary to the improvement scheme.

the initiative among children botli in 
the home and school rather than auto- 
matism. 


"Sixty-five per cent of the truants 


are incorrigible and 20 per cent, are de- 
innuenl," said 
Superintendent 
Jloiv 


enson. "The latter commit acts that 
vould constitute crimes in an adult. 
The principal causes for this condition 
and the habit of smoking and chew- 
ng are shiftlessness, late hours, dirt, 
slovenly habits and the lack of home 
:raining. 


"While the home and the street are 


mainly responsible for these results, the 
"act remains that the home has failed 
and that school must do for the chil- 
Iren what the home has failed to do. 
Parents should be made-to shoulder the 
responsibility. If all the schools were, 
good schools and all the homes were 
good homes, schools of detention would 
be unnecessary. 


"There is something lacking for the 


boy in, the city life. He is too far re- 
moved 
from "nature. 
The detention 


school is the last resort for the truant 
and the delinquent boy. The hoy in a 
segregated school becomes constitution- 
alized. The school must be purely cor- 
rective and must not be a dumping 
ground for

Washington, Dec. 7.—President Taft |

The relations of the United States 


'With other countries have continued 
(luring the past twelve months upon a 
basis of the usual good will and 
friendly Intercourse. 


Arbitration. 


The year just passed marks an im- 


portant general movement on the part 
of the powers for broader arbitration. 
In the recognition of the 
manifold 


benefits to maklnd in the extension ol 
the policy ot the settlement of Inter- 
national disputes by arbitration rather 
than by war, and In response to a 
•widespread demand for an advance in 
that direction on the part of the peo- 
ple of the United States and of Great 
Britain and of Prance, new arbitration 
treaties were negotiated, last spring 
•with Great Britain and France, the 
terms of which were designed, as ex- 
pressed in the preamble of these 
treaties, to extend the scope and obli- 
gations of the policy of 
arbitration 


adopted in our present treaties with 
those governments. To pave the way 
for this treaty with the United States,

The 
government of the United States, In 
Its desire to secure a proper observ- 
ance and enforcement of the so-called 
neutrality statutes of the federal gov- 
ernment, Issued directions to the ap- 
propriate officers to exercise a dili- 
gent and vigilant regard for the re- 
quirements of such rules and laws. Al- 
though a condition of actual armed 
conflict existed, there was no official 
recognition of belligerency involving 
the technical neutrality obligations of 
International law. 


On the 6'th of March last, In the ab- 


sence of the secretary of state, 1 had 
a personal interview with Mr. Wilson, 
the ambassador of the United State! 
to Mexico, in which he reported to m« 
that the conditions In Mexico were 
much more critical than the press dis- 
patches disclosed; that President Diaz 
was on a volcano of popular uprising; 
that the small outbreaks which had 
occurred were only symptomatic of 
the whole condition; that a very large 
per cent ot the people were In sym- 
pathy with the Insurrection; that a: 
general explosion was probable at any 
time, In which case he feared that the

While the double tariff feature ot 


the tariff law of 1909 has been amply j 
Justified by tbe results achieved In re- 
moving former and preventing new, 
undue discriminations against Ameri- 
can commerce. It is bslieved- that tbe \ 
time has come for the amendment of : 
this feature of the law In such way as 
to provide a graduated means of meet- 
ing varying degrees of discriminatory 
treatment of American commerce in 
foreign countries as well as to pro-
